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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for ailowance because: Applicant argues that the Kung reference fails to 
teach the eyepiece (440) is fixed on an eyepiece support frame (414). The applicant argues that element 414 is an opening and therefore 
cannot act as a support frame. The element 414 is used by the examiner to help point out where the housing provides the support frame 
for the eyepiece. The eyepiece is inserted into the opening (414) and therefore the walls surrounding the opening act as a support frame 
for holding the eyepiece in place. Holding the eyepiece in place means that the eyepiece is fixed to the support frame. Applicant further 
argues that Kung fails to teach the mirror support bracket is pivotally mounted on the eyepiece suport frame. The claim language 
requires that the mirror support bracket be mounted to the eyepiece support frame through the rotary shafts, so the language does not 
state that the eyepiece support frame directly mounted to the mirror support bracket. Further as explained above the housing (410) 
provides the support frame for the eyepiece at the location of 414, therefore if the mirror support bracket is mounted to the housing it is 
also mounted to the eyepiece support frame. 
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
